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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not convincing. IT is argued 
that the claims are definite because the specification discloses embodiments - the relevance of this is not understood because the 
arguments fail to address the rationale set forth in the rejection. The mere description of an embodiment does not mean a claim is 
definite. As an extreme example, one cannot insert gibb.erish in a claim and have the claim be definite merely because a specific 
embodiment is completely and clearly described in the specification. As to the prior art rejection. It is argued that since Adams uses a 
solvent it is not suitable for photonic applications - there is no evidence to support this - moreover the rejection points out how the prior 
art reads on this "suitable" limitation - since applicant fails to point out any error in the office's conclusion that it is suitable for photonic 
applications that involve bonding photonic devices, it is deemed that applicant agrees. None of the arguments addresses the Office's 
main point that the claim only requires the step of making a layer - there is no requirement that a photonic device is actually made. Thus 
all applicant's arguments that one cannot use the Adams material to make applicant's photonic device are largely irrelevant - because 
the claims are very broad and do not require making a photonic device. Applicant argues transmission loss - this too is irrelevant - the 
claim do not require any level of transmission loss. Applicant argues that any rejection under 102 must use a single reference - this is 
simply not true - other references can be used to show inherency. 
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
